bast week the United States has oc- 
cupied the attention of Europe to a 
greater degree than-at any time since 
the battles at Santiago. The entry of 
. the American republic into the arena 
of eastern colonization kas attracted 
widespread and varied attention end 
never before have the phases and is- 
sues of an American election been so 
generally and eagerly canvassed and — 
so intelligently commented on. 
The supposed endorsemen: of the so- 
called expansion idea by the electors 
of the United States, has commended 
a chorus of approval in Great Britain, 
while the journalistic spokesmen id 
France, Russia and Germany exhibit 
an equal unanimity of disapproval. 

The American attitude’ toward the 
Philippine Islands is also certainly 
welcomed by the British companies en- 
gaged in developing the islands. These. 
companies in anticipation of a st&ble, 
honest government, are already taking 
steps to enlarge their enterprises. This 
is notably the case with the Manila 
Railway Company, controtied by Eng- 
lish capital, which is projecting an ex- 
tension of its lines. 

While the Spaniards are unquestion- 
ably hugging the hope of ing a 
friend and protector in Emperpr Wil- 
liam of Germany, the London 4iplomats 
accept His Majesty's discialmers ar- 
guing that the whole trend. a@f British 
and German policies is converging, par- 
ticularly since the friendly: apportion- 
ment of spheres of influence in Africa, 
and that the Emperor, belie¥ing his in. 
terests lie in the Anglo-American, 
rather than in the Franco-Russian 
camp, will not show any disposition 
to duplicate his President Kruger tele 
exram. 


BRITISH ARMAMENTS. 

If the Marquis of Salisbury’s speech 
made clear any fact, it -was that Great 
Britain does not ‘inténd to diminish 
her armaments, regardless of the Czar’s 
proposals in that diréction. The ener- 
getic prosecution ef the work of pute 
ting the British navy on a war foote 
ing, after the Fashoda incident is 
closed, inspires speculation, some con- 
struing it as foreboding war over the 
Philippines, and others linking it with 
the Chinese problem, and the presence 
of 40,000 Russians at Port Arthur who 
might, conceivably, be marched ‘to 
Peking for the protection of Russian 
interests. Others, however, conclude 
that the British admiralty is utilizing 
the opportunity for maneuvers 
which Parliament, under calmer con-— 
ditions, would not authorize the ex- 
penditures.

GARCIA’S SON, 
He Says Serious Problems Con-

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.~Capt. Justo

“We are being confronted by several 
very serious Conditions,’ the chief one 
is the disbanding of our troops, and 
the convention now in session at Santa 
Cruz is trying to solve the question. 
This convention has one great _object 
in view, and that is to Sisvart the 
troops, which now comprise about 30,- 
000 men. and to secure work for them, 

“The assembly proposes to appoint a 
commission to consult with the gov- 
ernment officers at Washington as to 
the best way of disbanding. When 
that is accomplished, the commission 
will endeavor to raise a sum of money 
to be divided among these 
that they. can reéstablish their farms. 
To do this. it would take at least $50,- 
000.000. Overtures will be made to the 
United States to advance this sum to 
the Cuban government as soon as it is 
formed, and our government will be 
the security.

The full name of the 
company is the Commercial Company 
of the United States and the Philip- 
pines. Its captal is $400,000,000. The 
company offers to give Spain $175,000,- 
000 for her sovereign rights over the 
Philippines; to give the United States 
as a bonus indemnity $125,000,000, and 
reserve for a working captal $100,000,- 
000. 

The company asks that the Philip- 
pines be governed for twenty-five 
years the same as any of the Territories 
of the United States; that half the 
Legislature be.nominated by the com- 
pany; that the company have-the right

ROOSEVELT BANQUETED. 


He Discusses States Questions and 
National Issue. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW . YORK, Nov. 12.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, Governor-elect of New York, 
was the guest of honor at a banquet 
tendered him tonight by members of 
the Republican Club at their home on 
Fifth avenue. The guests’ tdble was 
presided over by Chauncey M. Depew, 
president of the club. Mr. Roosevelt 
spoke at length, his remarks being 
principally devoted to State questions. 

He said in part: 

“We met every State issue. We met 
every national issue. But whatever 
be the stand of the opposition on the 
silver question, he must be the seventh 
son of a seventh son to prophesy what 
it will gain from anything they have 
said on this election. Nobody can 
question where we stand. We stand 
squarely for honest money; for a dol- 
aa is worth 100 cents, based upon 
gold. 

“In national matters we also stand 
for upholding the policy of the peace 
commission appointed by the President 
to try to secure an honorable peace out 
of the war we waged last summer. We 
have heard much loose talk about ex- 
pansion and about imperialism. I do 
not ask you to declare yourself about 
any general policy. All I ask is that 
you face the face. 

“We are in Porto Rico. We are tn 
Manila. We have responsibilities in 
Cuba. We are there. We are not go- 
ing to let those islands go back under 
the tyranny from which we have re- 
lieved them, nor are we going to let 
them sing into savage anarchy. So far 
as I am concerned, personally, I would 
welcome the inhabitants of the islands 
of Cuba and the Philippines showing 
themselves able to manage their gov- 
ernments as they should be managed, 
and I trust that within a reasonable 
time, the sooner the better, they shall 
so show themselves. Our present 
duty is to see that they are well ad- 
ministered; that liberty, order, justice 
and honesty prevails in the adminis- 
tration in these islands, and that can 
only_ prevail as long as the policy of 
the President is sustained.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 12. —[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The strike of pressmen 
and stereotypers collapsed today after 
eight days’ ineffectual attempt to bring 
the newspaper publishers to terms. The 
strikers capitulated, their only condi- 
tion being that the men who went out 
be received back without prejudice. 
They gained not a single point which 
they demanded. Wages will remain the 
same as usual, and the number of men 
assigned to each press will depend en- 
tirely on the judgment of the foremen 
the press room. 
he strike is a good illustration of 
e fact that in the union of news- 
per publishers there is strength. No 
ngle newspaper could have stood out 
rainst the strike, but in the Publish- 
rs’ Association, papers which , are 
eadiy enemies helped each other. 
, The pressmen hoped until today to 
secure help from_ the Typographical 
Union. but the ‘men who are working 
on machines learned that the publish~ 
ers had*all arrangements made for im- 
porting men from Chicago, and they 
refused to furnish aid. The publishers 
would have gone to the length of sim- 
ply setting up one daily paper, taking 
a stereotype three times, with separate 
heads, and making it serve for all the 
morning editions. In this way they 
could easily have beaten the printers 
until men were imported. 

If the strike had lasted a few days 
longer the publishers would have filled 
the vacancies in the press rooms and 

tereotype rooms from the East, as se- 

ous delays have occurred in getting 
mit the papers, mainly through the 
nes of the sterestype rooms. The” 
lishers insisted that the men who 

id come in to help them at this crisis 
shéuld retain their positions, if they 
déS@red to continue work.

‘| FEDERAL GOVERNMENT NOT 


POSED TO INTERFERE, i. 

Unless Fresh Outbreaks Occur the 

Local Authorities Will Be Left to 


Deal With the Matter—Quiet Re- 
stored at Phoenix City. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Except in 
the unlooked-for event of a recurrence 
of the race riots in South Carolina, it 


‘is altogether improbable that the gov- 


ernment will iriterfere by force or oth- 
erwise. The Attorney-General had an- 
other conference with the President 
this morning in regad to the matter 
and the conclusion was promptly 
reached that, as the demonstrations 
were not directed against the collector 
of customs in the performance of his 
duties as such, the government had no 
authority, under the Constitution or 
laws, to exercise its Federal authority. 

Collector Tolbert was shot while 
awuy from his home and on business 
entirely disconnected from that of his 
Office. Under these circumstances, the 
‘government, it is said, has not a 
shadow of right to interfere. If the col- 
lector had been shot while in the dis- 
charge of his official duties, and in an 
effort to enforce the laws of the United 
States, the duty of the government 
would have been clear. 

In the present case, it is said, how- 
ever, that the lawless acts of the mob 
were not directed against the execu- 
tion of the laws of the United States, 
but against the individual. The case 
would have been the same had Tolbert 


been shot on the highway by a robber. 


Administration officials have no sym- 
pathy with the Carolina rioters, and 
regard their acts with abhorrence, but 
up to this time it is said there is no 
evidence that would warrant any inter- 
ference by the government. 
‘The Attorney-General, laie last night, 
sent the following telegram to the As- 
sistant United States Attorney at An- 
derson, near Phoenix, S. C.: 
“DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
Washington, Nov. 11.—Ernest F. Coch+ 
ran, Assistant United States Attorney, 
Anderson, S. C.: You will at once take 
energetic steps incurring the necessary 
expense to ascertain the exact situa- 
tion in Greenwood and adjoining coun- 
ties and report the same immediately 
by wire to me, with a view to advis- 
ing me whether the condition of insur- 
rection or disturbance exists as justi- 
fies the Federal authorities in interfer- 
ing to suppress it.’’

My information is that there was much 
rioting near Greenwood at Phoenix 
Tuesday and Wednesday.

One 
white man was killed and several were 
wounded. Thursday there was also 
some rioting, but conditions are now 
quieter, though the community is very 
much excited. From all the informa- 
tion I have, I think Federal interven- 
tion would be too late now. It seems 
that the mobs were especially anxious 
to get the Tolberts and I am in- 
formed they are now all safely out of 
their reach. Intense excitement still 
prevails. but there is no violence now.

B HAVE Victor Hugo’s word 
for it that “Nothing can re- 
Sist an anht-like persever-

goes on about his business. 


We have heaped indignities upon the 
Chinaman in a thousand ways. We 
have cursed and caricatured, kicked 
and cajoled him. We have made fun 
of his queue and his slant eyes andshis 
odd ways and speech. We have tried 
to civilize him—usually with a club— 


- and we have sometimes hanged him as 


a@ pastime. We have told him frankly 
that we do not want him tere, but he 
is here nevertheless—about 4000 of him 
in- Los Angeles alone—and, to all ap- 
pearances, he intends to stay. He is 
@ philosopher. He practices uncon- 
sciously the philosophy of conquering 
by non-resistance.- He is Fate’s im- 
He is the man of all 


les, while scattered pretty much all 
over the city, centers about the inter- 
section of Apablasa and Los Angeles 
streets, and vicinity. This is known as 
Chinatown, and is an abridged edition 
of Chinatown in San Francisco. Here 
pne is met on every hand with orien- 
tal sights and sounds and smells. Here, 
along the narrow sidewalks_and among 
the little shops and stores one jostles 
against Chinese of all sorts and con- 
ditions. Fat Chinamen and lean China- 
men, Chinamen big and little, young 
and old, smoking, talking, gesticulat- 
Ing, push and elbow each other, as they 
s in and out of the dingy little 
oorways and about the street corners, 
each one intent upon his particular 
business. Bright Httle almond-eyed 
and pig-tailed youngsters play about 
among the crowd and dart across the 
street, skillfully avoiding the horses 
and wagons which, at certain hours, fill 
the narrow streets. Most of those you 
meet wear the regulation Chinese cos- 
tumes—fiowing garments, characteris- 
tic shoes, visorless caps, queues, etc.— 
but now and then one sees an “Amer- 
lcanized” Chinaman, with hair cut 
“pompadour,” or parted in the middle, 
sack coat, and trousers, shoes, etc., df 
the latest pattern. ’ 
“The Chinaman is a born merchant. He 
is. born with the trade instinct, and 
turns to business and money-making 
as naturally as the proverbial duck 
take to water. Heisan adept in all the 
little arts and tricks of trade. The 
Chinese vegetable vender, who gives 
away turnips and apples to the chil- 
dren along the street, is as shrewd as 
the “Melican” candidate for office, Who 
kisses all the babies in the same block, 
He may not make quite as much noise 
as his American compelitor, but he can 
axcel him in ceaseless application’ to 
business.

atly mistaken. The Chinese are in 
nany lines of trade, and in many oc- 
cupations, ranging all the way from 
poor devil who goes from door to 
foor with a couple of chair bottoms 
thrown across his shoulder, to the 
uch-advertised Chinese doctor, who, 
ike the American man of medicine, 
Il cure or kill you for a considera- 
tion. | 
In Chinatown proper there are 
eery stores ‘“‘general merchandise’ 
stores, drug stores, butcher and barber 
foe restaurants and lodging-houses, 
iquor houses, wholesale and retail 
tailor shops, and many other places 


of legitimate trade, while, of course, 


there are the gambling and opium- 
proking dens, which, for fear of po- 
ce interference, are kept out of sight 
as much as possible. The distinctly 
Chinese portion of the various stocks 
in trade carried by the Chinese mer- 
chants that are not manufactured 
here are received from China by way 
of San Francisco. These consist 
erally speaking,, of articles 
sonal adornment and we 
other groceries, laundry nsils, pipes 
and tobacco, opium and other drugs, 
ary goods and materials used in their 
religious sacrifices and ceremonials. 

Walking along Apablasa street one 
sees here a butcher shop, with a hog, 
roasted whole after being dressed, 
hanging outside. Further on is an old 
man sitting upon a bench upon the 
sidewalk mending shoes. Next is a 
fortune-teller, with his mysterious 
a spread upom a table be- 
ore- him. Then we come to a restau- 
rant ag? it ia said, one may get a 
meal for from 10 cents to several dol- 
lars. Just within the next doorway 
séveral. Celestials are having a quiet 
little game of poker. Up over the stores. 
are the living rooms. There on the 
roofs and awnings are the cultivated 
plants and flowers, the /women, the 
babies and the pigeons. 

Some of the Chinése own the build- 
ings where they do business, but all 
pay ground rent for the land on which 
they stand. They are prompt in their 
payments and are, as a rule, honorable 

eople to deal with. The Chinese of 

os Angeles pay taxes on nearly $50,000 
worth of property, according to this 
year’s assessment roll. 

Some of these Chinese business men 
talk good English, and are very pleas- 
ant and agreeable gentlemen. One of 
the best known of Chinatown’s busi-. 
ness men is L. A- Fawn. He is an in- 
terpreter, and runs, besides, a general 
agency business. He owns the build- 
ing where he does business and the 
rooms, though small, are fitted up in 


manner that indicates the intell'gence 


and ability of the owner. There is a 
“private” office, as weil as a general 
business room. On the walls are a 
number of framed pictures, consisting 
of historic battle scenes and a copy 
of the painting, “Signing of the Dec- 
laration’ of Independence.” Mr. Fawn

A stranger in Los Angeles, being in- 
terested in erudition and scholarship 
and looking, perchance, for congenial 
associations of that nature, would 

: begin his search for books and 
art and their concomitants in China- 
town. And yet, if he should, and would 
use a little diligence in the search, he 
would not be disappointed. For, in the 
very heart of the Chinese quarter and 
in almost the most out-of-the-way 
part of it, there lives a gentleman who 
exemplifies, in himself, the highest re- 
finement and best culture of our much- 
boasted civilization.

Ng, ‘Poon Chew's church on 


NESE QUARTER. 
HISTORY AND CHARACTERISTICS. OF -THIS 
3 QUAINT PART OF LOS ANGELES. |

Wilmington street has an excilus 

Chinese membership of forty-eight, 
and is the only organized Chinese 
church in the country south of San 
Francisco. It is largely, though not 
entirely, supported by the membership. 

There are eight evening schools for 
adult Chinese in Los Angeles, and one 
dav school for children. The day 
school and several of the 
schools are in the Chinese 
These are all missionary school 
are supported entirely by the different 
churches. and religious instruction i6 
combined with practical English studies. 
Part of the instruction is given in the 
Chinese language, through an inter+ 
preter, and part in English. 

If Mr. Ng Poon Chew’s intellectual 
attainments are to be measured by the 
size of his library, which is, no doubt, 
the case, he deserves high rank as @ 
scholar. He has, arranged upon shelves 
lining two walis-of his study, a librar 
ral hund 


back many centuries 
Somewhere in these writings, mention 
is made of the flood as recorded in the 
cnn and it is rather remarkable that 
ere is only a difference of eighty 
years between the two accounts. 

Besides the books there are upon the 
walls specimens of Chinese art, in the 
shape of paintings upon glass. These 
pictures illustrate the curious inability 
of Chinese artists to “see thickness 
a fiat surface.” 

Mr. Ne Poon Chew was born in 
China but educated in San Francisco, 
and has spent the past ten or twelve 
years in his chosen work im Southern 
California. He is an occasional con- 
tributor to the local press, his articles 
having appeared in the Land of Sun- 
shine, and in different religious week- 
lies. 

It is the testimony of historians that 
there is no darker chapter in the his- 
tory of this beautiful city than that 
which tells of the brutal murder of 
eighteen Chinamen a little over twenty- 
seven years years ago. The trouble be- 
gan, as is usually the case, in a quarrel 
between different factions or compa- 
nies of the Chinese. In this case, it is 
said, the conflict was ovér the posses- 
sion of a woman. About 10 o’clock in 
the morning of October 23, 1871, there 
was a clash of arms among the Chi- 
nese living in the tenements which 
lined what was then, and is still, known 
as “Nigger alley’’—the alley that turns 
east from Los Angeles street, just 
north of Aliso street and again turns 
north, endifig at “Ferguson” alley. The 
ringleaders were arrested, and their 
trial set for the next day. But late in 
the afternoon of the following day the 
war broke out afresh, and this time 
the officers, upon attempting to inter- 
fere, wére fired upon, and one man was 
killed and another wounded. This en- 
raged the mob which had collected, 
and for the next three hours Los An- 
geles was wild with riot, murder and 
pillage. The authorities lost all sem- 
blance of control. The infuriated mob 
attacked the Chinese living in the tene- 
ments lining Nigger alley and in the 
neighborhood of Arcadia and Sanchez 
streets. They shot the poor inmates 
through doors and windows and down 
through holes in the roofs.. They set 
fire to the shacks, and, rushing within, : 
added pillage and robbery to murder. 
Attempting to leave their housés the 
Chinamen were caught, and with ropes 
about their necks were dragged along 
the streets till 4 convenient place was 
reached, when the were strung up and: 
left to hang. Several were taken to the 
junction .of Temple and New High 
streets and hung to the high gate 
frame of a corral. Others were hung 
to the awnings of houses along Los 
Angeles street, while still others were 
hung to the rear ends of wagons on: 
Commercial street. 

It is said that, of the eighteen hung, 
not one had the slightest hand in the 
original disturbance, every one of the. 
really guilty parties having escaped 
across the river. This is a searching 
upon the wisdom of lynch 
aw. 

It is amusing to read the accounts of 
this riot in the newspapers of the day. 
There was little else inthe daily papers 
for the next few days. It seems there 
was a shortage of printers in those 
days, and the editor of the News was 
forced to apologize to the public 
through his paper for the omission ‘of 
a large amount of miscellaneous mat- 
ter, since he couldn’t get printers 
enough to “set up” the three or four 
extra columns of matter pertaining to 
the lynching. There may have been 
“a man for breakfast every morning” 
in those interesting days, but a total 
of eighteen dead Chinamen adorning 
the landscape was rather too many at 
one time for even the most enterpris- 
ing newspapers to handle. 

Coroner’s jury. immediately sat 
upon the murdered Mongolians, and a 
great effort was made to bring the 
leaders of the mob to justice. In this 
connection it is wonderful what una- 
nimity there was among the witnessed 
upon one point, viz., their total in- 
ability to identify anybody. A good 
share of the population of the town, 
apparently, were examined. They gave 
lurid descriptions of the many and 
rious things they saw, but they seemed’ 
utterly unable to remember any par- 
ticular man’s name. One was “short- 
sighted;” another was “scared so he 
could hardly identify himself,” while 
others’ recollections seemed to stop 
just short of implicating any particu- 
lar person. e 

The Chinaman has had to battle 
with a mountain of political and social 
prejudice, but he is fast conquering 
our respect. We are learning to look 


beyond his fauvits and weaknesses to. 


his sterling virtues.

Kindergarten Experiences in New 
Yeork’s Italian Quarter. 

[LAlian H. Foster in New York Even- 
ing Post:] “I love my Dagos,” said one 
young kindergarten teacher of this city, 
with a tremendous sigh of relief, “but, 
oh, what bliss it is to get away from 
them for two long months, to get them 
off my shoulders, and give my mind 
semething else to dwell on beside the 
intricacies of squares and circles, ani 
cross-bar and diagonal, and mud land - 
seapes and sand hills, and most of ail 
to feel that I am responsible for no- 
body’s mannérs and. morals but my 
own. 

“It is all very pleasant to look back 
upon,” she continued, “and amusing 
and instructive and edifying from a 
standpoint of infant-character building, 
and if I ever cvolve into some high*r 
sphere of usefulness I am going to 
write a book on- what can be done with 
the raw material of our public schools. 

“The most unpromising child I ever 
had to take in hand was Marie, the 
homeliest little savage that ever came 
out of the Italian quarter. No one had 
ever attempted to manage her, I was 
told. At home they used a stick or 4 
slipper by way of argument, and moral 
sense she was apparently without. Her 
older sister persuaded her to go to kin- 
dergarten, and one day Marie walked 
demurely in. Her little face was so 
homely that it was grotesque, and I 
had an intense desire to laugh every 
time I looked. in her direction. I gave 
her a seat and asked her name, ‘Ma- 
rie,’ she shouted at the top of her 
lungs. ; 

“I refrained from asking further 
question just then, and gave her a 
bright-colored paper to fold. When I 
turned to her again she was chewing 
the paper into smal) wads and shooting 
them out of her mouth at the other 
children. 

“*Why, Marie!” said I, trying to look 
pained and grieved, though I wanted to 
laugh more than anything else, ‘is that 
what you do with my pretty paper?’ 

“I don’t care,’ shouted Marie, cheer- 

“I left her to reflection and crossed 
the room. Presently there was a 
shuffle and a rush, the door was thrown 
open violently, and .Marie, without a 
hat, dashed t the window, tearing 
breathlessly down the street in the di- 
rection of home. 

“Two days later she appeared again. 
She sidled into the room, keeping her 
big, uncanny eyes fixed upon me, an- 
ticipating bodily attack, I suppose, and 
slid into her seat. I took no notice of 
the young person, and she moved about 
uneasily. In a few minutes there was 
a shout, in Marie’s.shrill falsetto: 

“Say! Gimme some more of them 

apes!” 

‘This time she folded the paper. and 
when I said it was. very nicely done, 
her wide and expansive mouth 
stretched in a smile that left nothing 
besides eyes in all that wee face. 

“From that day Marie’B“character be- 
gan to unfold, and, though as yet there 
are no signs of her becoming an angel, 
she is in a fair way to develop nto a 
rational human being. She is by far 
the quickest child in the class, the 
sharpest and the smartest in dne way, 
and catches an idea before it is ut- 
tered, almost; but she can hardly re- 
member from.one day to another.

any moment. I am never sure what 
she is going to do. I taught the chil- 
dren one day to cut a design out of 
a sheet of paper. Marie worked away 
silently with her small blunt-pointed 
scissors. and I congratulated myself 
because she was so still. All at once 
a wail of anguish arose from the small 
apd in front of her, and I hurried to 

“ ‘Teacher,’ he sobbed, ‘Marie, she

Fin- 
ally, as an inducement, I brought a bot- 
tle of perfume to school, and promised 
that every day those who had a hand- 
kerchief could have some perfume on 
it. It created a lively demand for te 
article. but I failed to specify that they

tioned the subject. George carried a 
particularly unsavory article, and - I 
suggested at last that he bring an- 
other.

“Whenever a street n goes by and 
stops in our vicinity re is a greot 
craning of necks to see out of the win- 
dow. Family pride is very evident in 
those small Italians, for when they 
have caught sight of the organ man 
smal! voice is sure to pipe up from 
some direction, and announce proudly, 
‘Thats’ my pepa.” and the fact gives 
him quite an enviable distinction far 
the rest of the cay. It is pathetic how 
those small products of the tenement 
districts love flowers, and the care they 
will give to a growing plant. We al- 
ways have them in the schoolroom and 
the children watch and tend them with 
the greatest solicitude. Marie came in 
one morning hugging in both arms a 
huge flowerpot, in which was the rem- 
nant of what was once a beautiful 
azalea.

ACCUSES HUNTER. 
CLARK’S STORY OF THE MURDER 
OF WONG SING HAY. 
Affidavit of the Young Man 
Who Was Convicted of the 
Terrible Crime. 
SAW THE MURDER COMMITTED. 


SAYS THAT HUNTER THREATENED 
HIM WITH SIMILAR FATE, 


Joe Hunter 


Upon 


Promptly Arrested 
a Complaint Sworn to 

by Harry .Clark’s 

Father. 


Another chapter has been added to 
the tragedy enacted on the evening of 
May 31, 1898, by which Wong Sing Hay 


lost his life in the cabin of Joe Hunter. : 


The alleged story of the killing has 
been told, and retold, Harry Clark has 
been tried for the murder and con- 
victed, and Monday, November 14, 1898, 
was the date set for pronouncing sen- 
tence on him. 

Clark's father and mother, and the at- 
torneys who defended him have maii- 


tained their belief in Harry's inne- 


cence, and after the Chinamins body 
was found, with his money in bis pock- 
ets, there were many who shook their 
heads knowingly, ani expressec the 
belief that the wrong man had been 
arrested. 

At all events, yesterday afternoon 
Harry Clark, accompanied by his at- 
torneys, Messrs. Shinn & Allen; Sheriff 
Burr and Franklin B. Clark, father of 
Harry, called on Dist.-Atty. Donnell, 
where the young man made a volun- 
tary statement, wherein he charged 
that Joe Hunter committed the murder 
and that he himself had nothing what- 
ever to do with it, except to go out 
and iook up and down the street after- 
ward, to see if anyone was sees 

The affidavit sworn to by young Clark 
before Maj. Donnell yesterday after- 
noon is, substantially, as fo'lows: 

“On May 31, 1898, Joe Hunter shot 
and killed Wong Sing Hay, at the Joe 
Hunter residence, between 7:30 and 8 
o’clock in the evening. . 

“Joe Hunter and I went into the 
house together. The Chinaman was 
sitting in the parlor. Hunter was in 
an intoxicated condition and was feel- 
img pretty ugly. He recognized the 
Chinaman sitting there; and asked him 
if he had taken away the dirty clothes. 
The Chinaman said no, he had not, but 
that he had been there for five or six 
weeks and hadn't got his pay. 

“A quarrel then ensued between 
Hunter and the Chinaman and Hunter 
called the Chinaman a d— — — ——! 
He then took hold of the Chinaman 
and shoved him out of the parior into 
the kitchen, kicking him at the same 


time. The Chinaman was shoved in 
the direction of the gun, and as he 


he touch it. 

“Hunter then grabbed the n and 
shot the Chinaman twice, sinabat sim- 
ultaneously. I was in the kitchen my- 
self, and saw him shoot the Chinaman. 
He died almost instantly. 

“The Chinaman bled some, and in a 
little while Hunter picked up the body 
and put it under the bed in my room. 
After it lay there a while he took it 
out, and put it behind an outhouse in 
the yard. He told me that I must not 
say anything about it, or he would fix 
me as he had the Chinaman. He also 
said that I had better leave the coun- 
try the next morning and go to San 
Francisco and stay. there; that he 
would borrow the money of his bnck, 
and that I could leave the next day 
on Rope train.

After young Clark had sworn to the 
affidavit, his father, Franklin B. 
Clark. immediately swore to a com- 
plaint in Justice Young’s court, charg- 
ine Joe Hunter with murder. 
Warrant was issued at 4:45 o’clock last 
evening,.and Deputy Constable Dave 


Hunter. landing him in 8 
Jail at 8:25 o’clock last niente. 

Maj. Donnell was seen at his home 
in Garvanza last night by a Times 
reporter, and he says the affidavit ap- 
Dears to be prima facie evidence 
against Hunter. He recalled the fact 
that Hunter was at his home early 
the next morning after the murder had 
been committed, and that the first 
intimation of the crime came from 
Hunter. when he telephoned in to the 
Sheriff that a murder had been com- 
mitted. Maj. Donnell also said ¢hat 
after Clark’s trial was over, a certain 
party came to him and told him that 
after Hunter had telephoned to the 
Sheriff concerning the murder, he made 
a statement accusing young Clark of 
it 

The affidavit of Clark and the arrest 
of Hunter will probably result ha the 
sentencing of Clark being postponed,

On fhe sides 
faint markings in red paint can still 
be seen, and near at hand a smaller 
cave givés évery evidence of having 
been a kitchen of some kind. The cav- 
ern is to be excavated, and will then 
be an interesting feature of the island.

“MET A FRIGHTFUL END. 


OLD JOE BOYLE BURNED IN HIS 
ROOM. 


During an Epileptic Fit—His Re- 
mains Charred Beyond Recogni- 


_Hon—s Ola Character. 


Joe Boyle. who has been a well-| 


known character around town for the 
last twenty-five years, was burned to 
death early yesterday morning in his 
room at the St. Charles Hotel on 
‘North Main street. Just how the 
frightful accident occurred was not de- 
veloped at the Coroner’s inquest yes- 
terday afternoon, and will probably 
-never be known. It is supposed, how- 
ever, that the old man, who was e6ub- 


ject to: epileptic fits, caused the fire | 


by upsetting his lamp during a spasm. 
Boyle was about 50 years old. Noth- 
‘ing is known of his relatives. He came 
to’ Los Angeles when the city was only 
@ small town, and remained. He was 
@ queer character, and for the last 
few years Has hung around. downtown 
restaurants doing odd jobs for his 
‘board. Many people who had known 
‘him in the earlier days befriended him 
and he got along very well. For the 
last four years he has lived in a little 
- back room at the St. Charles Hotel. 
The old man had a strong’ taste for 
‘Hauor, and frequently went on  pro- 
longed sprees. The night previous to 
his death he spent around Main-street 
saloons. About 4 o’clock in the morn- 
Half an 
hour later one of the lodgers passed 
his. room, and saw that the whole:in- 
terior was afire, The proprietor, Fritz 
Eichenhofer. was called, and he peered 
into the room, but was evidently too 


‘frightened to do anything. He says he | 


‘saw Boyle sitting.in a corner against 
@ locker, near the door, which was par- 
tially open, but that he was then dead. 
Officer Fowler happened to pass the 
hotel at this time, and learning ‘the 
cause of the confusion, turned in a 
fire alarm. The chemical engine near 
by .responded and the fire was readily 
-extinguished. When the remains @éf 
‘old man Boyle were removed they were 
found to be charred beyond recogni- 
tion. The corpse was removed to Orr 
‘& Hines’s undertaking establishment, 
and an. inquest was held there yester- 
day afternoon by the Coroner. There 
was nothing additional to what has 
been stated in regard to the- 
brought out. Several witnesses testi- 
fied that they knew Boyle was subject 
to epileptic attacks. e jury ac- 
cepted the theory, that he Nad upset

THE FRIENDLY POWERS, 


COUNT CASSINI DISCUSSES ON 
TERNATIONAL AFFAIRS. 


Great Britain is Not the Only Friend 
America Has in Europe—No Daa- 
ger of Hostilities Between Rus- 
sia and 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The Rus- 
sian Ambassador, Count Cassini, who 
is just back from an extended vacation 
at the seashore and mountains, was 
seen today at the Russian Embassy, 
where he talked in a most interest- 
ing manner on .international ques- 
tions which have attracted attention 
of late, particularly -<the present 
Strained relations between Russia and 
Great Britain, growing out of condi- 
tions in China, and also the attitude 
of the great powers of Europe during 
the recent Spanish-American war. It 
had been understood that Count Cas- 
sini was about to be transferred to 
Hendon, as his long residence in China, 
Where he represented Russia when 
Port Arthur was acquired, would make 
his service of special value at this 
time. The Ambassador says, however, 
that Baron de Stael will continue as 
Ambassador at London, and he ex- 
vressed satisfaction that this will per- 
mit him to remain in Washington. 
When Coitint Cassini was asked con- 


} cerning the recent reports that Russia 


had seized ‘the important Chinese 
treaty port of New Chwang, followed 
by great activity in the British naval 
vards, with a prospect of an open rup- 
ture between Russia and Great Britain, 
he said that too much credence was 
given to these war rumors and that 
Dresent conditions gave assurance of 
continued friendly relations. between 
Russia and Great Britain. And there 
bad been no confirmation, he said, of 
the report that Russia had occupied 
New Chwang. He proceeded to point 
out that such an occupation by Russie 
was quite unnecessary as she had al- 
ready acquired the most advantageous 
naval and military post in that local- 
itv. Port Arthur and a commercial 
port at Talien Wan. Port Arthur was 
not only valuable as a naval and mil- 
itary base, but it would serve as the 
southern terminus of the great trans- 
Siberian Railway when the project was 
carried thrqugh. It was being pushed 
forward rapidly and the Ambassador 
says the present outlook is for the 
completion of the railway within three 
and one-half years. One line runs 
north to Viadivostock, where the har- 
bor on the Pacific is closed for four 
months of a year, while the southern 
line, terminating at Port Arthur, will 
give Russia a Pacific port open the 
vear around, both for military and 
commercial purposes. . 

During Count Cassini’s long service 
at- Peking the had an opportunity to 
meet the Emperor of China and to 


‘learn much of the Empress Dowager, 
who has recently assumed the diree+} 


tion of affairs. He was much im- 
pressed with the ability of force of 
character of the Emperor, who was 
weak physically and in his direction of 
public affairs. Owing to the prevailing 
rules the HBmpress Dowager was never 
seen even by members of the diploniatic 
corps. -But Count Cassini says she 
was generally known to be a: woman 
of much ability and as having strong 
influence over the Emperor. Her 
present position at the head of affairs, 
Count Cassini regards as greatly to 
the ntareei of China. .That it is a 
move particularly valuable to Russia, 
the Ambassador thinks quite probable, 


'as he says it is not at all surprising 


that there should be a strong friend- 
ship between the two countries having 
a.common border of some 7000 miles. - 

Referring to the Philippines, Count 
Cassini said that Russia felt much in- 
terested.in the status of those islands, 
owing to their proximity. to eastern 
possessions of Russia. There was ho 
warrant, however, he said, for the 28 
ports coming. from Paris that Russia 
had been appealed to by- Spain with a 
view to limiting the claims of the 
United States in the Philippines. No 
such appeal had been made to Russia 
or to other foreign governments. 
Throughout the recent war Russia had 
maintained the most friendly attitude 
toward the United States and the Am- 
bassador said he did not doubt this 
would have a good effect in continuing 
the firm friendship which has so lon 
existed between Russia and the Unit 
States. 

Count Cassini took occasion to join 
issues with a prevailing public view 
that showed her conspicuous 
friendship for the United States during 
a critical state in the war with Spain 
by declining to join the great powers af 
Europe in a move for intervention. The 
Ambassador says sage report: seems to 
be accepted in this country as a part 
of the history of. the recent war. But 
Count Cassini says that no such action 
on the part of Great Britain ever took 
place, and that the impeachment of 
the continued friendliness of the other 


powers is due to a misapprehension }- 


of the facts. At no time, he says, was 
there a. purpose on the part of the 
owers to intervent against the United 
States, so there was no occasion for 
such a display of English friendship 


in checking the designs of the great 


owers, as is generally represented. He 
3 s not give this merely as personal 
opinion, but as an established fact 
learned during visits to Paris and Ber- 


lin, as well as St. Petersburg. While 


in no way reflecting upon any other 

ywer, the Russian Ambassador feels 
that it is but simple justice to Russia 
and other continental powers that the 


,constant friendship they maintained 


toward the United States throughout 
every period of the war, and continue 
to maintain toward this government, 
should not be obscured by any senti- 
mental fiction as to the exceptional 
friendship of one nation and the en- 
mity of others.

SUGAR. It is quite certain that su- 
gar will soon be generally sold in orig- 
inal packages, put up at the refineries. 
This is an Arbuckle innovation. The 
New Doscher refinery is now in perfect 
Working order, and is putting up the 
Sugar. At first ten-pound packages 
Were tried, but now smaller, five An- 
dérson two-pound packages are being 

ut on the market. Grocers have never 
or years made any profit on: sugar. 
In the contrary, it requires a good 

al of care to keep from making a 
loss, by giving overweights ang by the 
goods drying out. If sugar is sold in 
original packages no loss can be made 
in either way, and the time taking in 
weighing will be saved. This is likely 
to make the innovation popular. Pre- 
suming that no profit is to be made, 

rocers will buy direct from the re- 

her, and sell sugar at the last at 5 
cénts per pound. A ten-pound package 
can be sold for 50 cents, a five-pound 

or 25 cents, and the two-pound pack- 
age for a dime. The mass of people in 
the East buy sugar at the rate of a 
dime’s worth at a time. This will tend 
to make the two-pound package very 

opular. The Doscher plant is said to 
the most perfect in the world, and 
capable of refining sugar at the least! 
cost of any refinery. It is the plant 
which makes the sugar Arbuckle is 
using to fight the Havemeyers. And 
there is another story. Arbuckle has 
@& machine in use for some time which 
makes a package, fills it with coffee, 
séals it up and passes it out,in perfect 
shape at a rate that is astonishing. He 
is reported to have offered the use of 
the machine for a price, of course, to 
the Havemeyers to put up sugar, and 
the offer was declined: hat, rumor 
has it, is the real origin of the fight. 
Arbuckle propose to force the Have- 
meyers to use his machine, by putting 
up sugar in original packages, making 
the new fad popular and thus forcing 
the hand of the trust. ; 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
WHY KBPROSENE IS DEARER. The 
reports of the pipe lines, giving the sta- 


dustry of the principal producing sec- 
tions, show increased strength in the 
situation, acocrding. to the. Oil, Paint, 
and Drug Reporter: “It was generally 
believed that the active prosecution of 
development operations, stimulated by 
the ‘higher prices being- paid for the 
product, would at least bring about a 
ification of the previous reports, 

d some believe that production would 


would be but a small decrease in stocks. 
They were led to this conclusion by the 
known activity in the field, the reported 
increase in new production, as shown 
by the monthly summary of field op- 
' @rations and the decreased deliveries, 
although the latter proved to be larger 
than was generally expected. It ap- 
pears, however, that the increase in 
new production has not been sufficient 
to make good the decrease in the 
production of the older wells, and the 
result is a decrease in total production 
of over. 185,000 barrels, while the de- 
liveries show a decrease of over 300,000 
barrels..This latter is due to a falling 
off in the export movement, mainly 
to far eastern ports, the shipments 
of cage oil to Japan, China and other 
countries having been very light, while 
the shipments to Europe have shown 
‘little ange. In conseuence of this 
decrease in production there has been 
a further shrinkage in stocks in pos- 
. Session of the pipe lines to over 725,- 
000 barrels, and the total is now but 
litle more than 28,600,000 barrels, As the 
deliveries average fully 4,500,000 barreis 
per month, it will be seen that the: 
is now above ground only a six-months’ 
supply, and should the result of de- 
velopment operations during the re- 
mainder of the year show no improve- 
ment the stocks wilt! be reduced to 
about 25,000,000 barrels. At the rate of 
decrease in stocks of the past few 
months actual scarcity. does not ap- 
pear so very remote were present avail-: 
able sources the only ones. With 
higher prices operations will be extend- 
ed, and increased production may con- 
fidently be expected when other flelds 
known to be productive but not now 
developed owing to remoteness, are 
opened up. There is oil enough, but it) 
cannot all be produced as cheaply as 
in the. older fields. 

“The production during the month 
of September, as reported by the pipe 
lines, amounted to 4,037,565 barrels, 
which shows a decrease of 186,998 bar- 
fels as. compared with the reported 
production during August. Of the total 
2,585,253 barrels were of the Pennsyl- 
Vania grade and 1,452,312 barrels of the 
Ohio quality. There was a decrease of 
110,331 barrels in the production of 
the former and of 76,667 barrels of the 
latter.. The deliveries during SepTenio¢r 
amounted to 4,617,736 barrels, which 
show a decrease of 301,607 barrels. Of 
this 2,558,253 barrels were Pennsylvania 
oil showing a decrease of 110,331 bar- 
rels, and. 2,032,483 barrels Ohio oil, 
showing a decrease of 191,276 barrels. 
The total stocks in the possession ol 
the pipe lines at the close of the month 
were 28,613,758 barrels, the decrease dur- 
ing the Month amounting to 729,283 bar- 
rels. The stock of Pennsylvania oil was 
11,592,495 barrels, the decrease being 59.,- 
682 barrels. The stock of Ohio oil was 
17,021,263 barrels, showing a decrease of 
669,651 barrels. The decrease in total 
stocks during the present year amounts 
to 4,938,678 barrels, or an average of 
548,741 barrels per month. This shows 
clearly. the constantly increasing drain 
upon the stocks, notwithstanding the 
larger number of wells being drilled.”

There the 'tween-decks was fitted up 
for the sleeping quarters of the men, 
but not in. the same manner as here. 


- Bunks, or rather mere, shelves of un 


planed boards, providing a place for 
four men to sleep, side. by side, and 
with twenty inches head room, between 


the shelves, formed the beds of the 


men. The soldier once in. bed, could 
neither turn over nor sit up. His mat- 
tress was a pine board and his pillow 
another. The result was that the men, 
unable to be even reasonably comfort- 
able, preferred to sleep in the open 
air on the steel decks of the ship, with 
an army blanket for @ mattress and 
another for a cover. That voyage was 
short, to be sure, for it only lasted six 
days. On the Indiana and the other 
transports fitted out here, however, ev- 
ery possible comfort has been pro- 
vided for the men. Every soldier from 
the- lowest private to the non-commis- 
sioned officers, has‘a woven wire cot, to 
himself. The bed is 6 feet 4 inches long 
and 30 inches wide. They are all new. 
On each is a new mattress that has 
never been used by anyone, and each 
man is furnished with a feather pillow. 
In the second cabin of these _ ships, 
which were at one time transatlantic 
liners, there is stateroom accommoda- 
tion :for almost:two hundred persons. 
These rooms have stationery. berths, 
with good hair mattresses and. bedding 
of the best quality. There is a wash. 
stand in each room and excellent ven,s 
tilation. © These rooms will be occupied 
by the non-commissioned officers and 
privates, as far as they will go. The 
grand saloon, formerly used as a cabin 
dining-room on the ship, will be used as 
a berth. deck.. It is a spacious apart- 
ment and affords berths for ninety sol- 
diers, while the wide cushioned divans, 
which surround the entire saloon, will 
accommodate half as many more. | 
The cooking is done by steam, in the 
ship’s. galley. The best. procurable 
cedks and waiters have been. provided

The 
Ohio is an 61d ship, but since her re- 
fitting is one of the most comfortable 
of the thirty-two transports fitted out 
at this port. Gen. Merriam did me the 
honor to drive me to the Ohio in his 
carriage, a few days before she sailed, 
and personally showed me every de-

Like the 
Indiana, every foot of available room 
has been utilized for 

woven-wire cots are of the same size, 
and as the vessels: are sister ships, 
the room is the same.

The san- 
itation- of the ships has been care- 
fully looked after, and everything is 
as near perfection as it is possible to 
bring it.

THE OR 
OPENED IN PARIS.

ARIS has a new wonder in the 

Museum of Oriental Art, opened 

two weeks ago in the Avenue Ve- 

lasquez. It is by far the greatest 
exhibition of the kind in the world, and 
it is the government's intention to 
make it ‘an annex of the Louvre, where 
it will remain a permanent display. 
Itis not only attracting attention 
among ordinary sightseers, but hun- 
dreds of artists and connoisseurs of 
Europe are visiting it daily. Although 
the admission price at the opening was 
£.5, the halls were crowded almost to 
suffocation, especially in the vicinity of 
the magnificent statue of Buddha, 
which is said to be the largest in the 
world outside of the Orient. 

The collection was bequeathed by M. 
Henri Cernuschi and the story con- 
nected with its origin and the quest for 
the at Buddha is full of the ro- 
mance of the collector, generously 
spiced with, adventure and peril. M. 
Henri Cernuschi, an Italian by birth 
and French by adoption, Was possessed 
of the genius of the artist combined 


collector. He was a man of vast 
means and being exiled from his coun- 
try for political reasons, he went to the 
Orient, arriving in the time of the so- 
cial upheaval and modernizing févolu-- 
tion of 1868. ; 

That revolution brought about 
changes of every sort. Long-estab- 
lished systems of authority; as well as 
immense fortunes’ gathered wunder 
the old feudal power, melted away as 
snow in the sunshine. It was a unique 
ovcasion for gathering precious works 
ef art and for laying hands on religious 
objects which hitherto it had been 
sacrilege to touch. Temples were in- 
vaded and idols and sacred vessels 
were purchased before the new gov- 
ernment had as yet defined the claims’ 
of the State in the matter of ownership 
of public monuments. | 


FINDING THE GREAT BUDDHA. 
M. Cernuschi himself thus relates 
how he obtained the immense Buddha, 
which is. the most imposing feature of 
his collection: 
“In the capital of Japan the sellers 
came to us every day at the house of a 
certain Yaki. Yaki served as valua- 
tor and_intermediary. Bronzes were 
carried in by the score. M. Duret and 
I made selections and urgently insisted 


that what we wanted was |

-“One day a party came and invited ;

“The proprietor of the garden agreed 
to sell us the statute, and a bargain 
Was there’ and then concluded. We 
called for tools, and with their aid de- 
tached the right hand of the figure and 
brought it with us into the city. On 
the following day the statue was dis- 
mounted and carted into Yaki's resi- 
dence, and the task of packing it for 
exportation was begun. 

“But our trouble was not yet over. 
The report soon .spréad theough the 
community that their Buddha was 
about to be exiled, and within a few 
hours was thronged with an excited 
multitude. They knelt down in the 
dust and implored us to leave them 
their deity, and offered to repay us ten 
times over the money we had spent. 
Our hearts,. however, refuse@ to be 
touched, for the zeal of the. collector 
dominated -all oyr more humane feel- 
ings.. We kept the attention of the 
crowd engaged by pretending to enter 
into serious parley with them, and 
mean while the packing was hastened, 
and by night the statue was put on 
the road to Yokohama to be. thence 
shipped to Europe.” Ae 

This Buddha, although it is only a 
reduced copy of. the colossal one at 
Nara, which stands eighty-five feet 
high, is itself fourteen feet in height. 
It is looked upon as a genuine work of

colony until, in 1873, the settlers volun- 
tarily rélinquished State aid. 

On June 25, 1870, under his guidance, 
fifty-one Swedes sailed from Gathen- 
berg to America. The colony was com- 
posed of twenty-two men, eleven wo- 
men and eighteen children. All the 
men were farmers, and many of them 
were also skilled in other trades and 
professions. Among them was a lay 
pastor, a blacksmith, a civil engineer, 
two carpenters, a basket-maker, a 
wheelwright, a baker, a tailor and a’ 
maker of wooden shoes. It was a 
sturdy, stalwart party of picked appli- 
cants. There was not a physical blem- 
ish on one of them, and no one had 
been accepted whose character had not 
been properly vouched for. They came 
from nearly every province in Swenen 
and were provided with money enough 
to pay their passage to their new home. 
After an uneventful journey the immi- 
grants reached the borders of Maine on 
July 22. As they crossed the line from 
New Brunswick the American flag was 


- unfurled and the party was greeted by 


a salute of cannon by the citizens of 
Fort Fairfield. 


BEGAN WORK THE NEXT DAY. 
The day after reaching their destina- 


than 700 buildings and eighty miles of 
turnpike roads. hey own about $90,- 
000 worth of live stock, and in 1894 
their farm products were valued at 
$173,730.

N 1865 George Dewey, then a 
lieutenant-commander, was the ex- 
ecutive officer of the staunch old 
frigate Colorado. I was his chip's 
writer, and had opportunity of know- 
ing him intimately, and I shall never 
forget a most exciting contest which 
we had in the bay of Gibraltar with 
Her Majesty’s flagship . Bellerophon, 
known in song and story as the “Billy 
Ruffian.” 
She was cried up to us by her men 
as the crack ship of the British navy. 
I do not say that she was; I am sim- 
ply giving you assertions made by the 
English boat's crew, coming alongside, 


bringing the English admiral, on a 


visit. Mr. Dewey heard of this brag- 
gadocio in some way and determined 
to give the Englishmen a “run for their 
money.” He knew well the English 


_ routine aboard ship, having been with 


the Wabash on her Buropean cruise in 
1859, and hhe knew that the British sea- 
men prided themselves more than any- 
thing else on the speed with which they 
could lower their sails and flag. ‘

- Outside Punta Arenas, which is mid- 
way through the Magellans, there is 
no chance for coaling stations within 
a thousand miles of Port Stanley. 
Montevideo is a thousand miles north, 
and the Cape of Good Hope 4250 miles 
away to the northeast. Punta Arenas 
belbngs to Chile, and by the neutral- 
ity laws it could not furnish coal ex- 
cept. in peace, and even then it will 
charge exorbitant prices, as it did in 
the case of the Oregon. The establish- 
ment of a naval station here will 
bring a protest from the Argentine 
Republic. It has-.for years claimed 
the Falklands as a part of its terri- 
tory, so that altogether the prospect 
for trouble, diplomatic and otherwise, 
is. refreshing. 


THE FALKLANDS. 
the Falklands interesting? 


I find 


They are among the little-known isl- 


ands of the Atlantic. Travelers sel- 
dom visit them. Their only connec- 
tion with the outside world is by a 
i steamship line, which is un- 
der a subsidy from the English goy- 
ernment to call onee every 
weeks to carry the mails. These ships 
come here on their way to and from 
Hamburg and the west coast of 
South America, so that the Falk- 
lander has a chance every six weeks 
to go to Europe via Montevideo, and 
on alternate six weeks to the Pacific 
via the Straits... Now and then a 
whaler or seal hunter comes to tte 
islands, and occasionally of late the 
English gunboats have been visiting 
them in the summer. 
It was in one of the Kosmos steam- 
ers that I came from the Strait of 
Magellan to Port Stanley. - We sailed 
one whole night along the north coast 
of the islands, for they extend from 
east to west about two hundred miles.

The pasture; however, grows lux- 
uriantly, and the sheep keep fat if the 
land is not overstocked. They breed 
so fast that tens of thousands are 
killed and thrown into the sea every 
year, their skins only being saved. 
There is a curious grass here which 
acts as a tonic as well as a food for 
the animals eating it. It is to sheep 
and cattle a sort of vegetable cock- 
tail. It is called tussock grass. It 
has a stalk from four to six feet high 
and its blades are about seven feet 
long. The plants grow in bunches 
close together, as many as 250 roots 
springing from one plant. Animals 
eat the roots as well as the leaves, 
and feeding upon them speedily be- 
come fat.. The roots aro even eaten 
by men, and it is said that two Amer- 
icans once lived for fourteen months 
upon them on one of the smaller isl- 
ands. ~The roots decay in the old 
plants and raise the grass upward, so 
that it .grows upon. .a cushion of 
manure, as it were. Some of these 
cushions are six feet high and five 
feet in diameter, so that the grass 
springing from them makes them 
look, in the distance, like a grove of 
low palm trees. This tussock grass 
grows along the coast even down to 
high-water mark, It is fast disap- 
pearing, however, as the sheep are so 
fond of it that they eat it far down 
into the roots.

About forty years ago it is estimated ~ 


that there were 800,000 wild cattle on 
the island. Now these have all dis- 
appeared and almost that many sheep 
have taken their places. The wild 
cattla were the first cause of the set- 
A rich cattle 
and hides déaler of Montevideo named 
Lafone, bought the right of the south- 
ern part of East Falkland and all of 
the wild cattle on the islands in 1844 
for $50,000 down, and the promise to 
pay $100,000 additional in ten years 
from 1852. In this deal he got over 
600,000 acres of land and the skins of 
the wild cattle. In 1852 he*sold out

It has 
about 300,000 sheep and it has a sail- 
ing vessel which goes to London once 
a year to carry its wool and bring 
back canned goods, clothes, shéep- 
farming implements and other things 
required by the islands.

SHEEP FARMS. 

Tho pasturage of the islands com- 
prises 2,225,000 acres. Upon. them 
more than three-quarters of a million 
of the finest sheep of the world are 
feeding, and from them half a million 
dollars’ worth of wool is exported ey- 
ery year. One company alone has 240,- 
000 sheep, and the man who owns less 
than 25,000 sheep is considered a very 
small farmer indeed. 

Outside of sheep raising there are 
no other industries. There are only 
fifty pigs in the whole territory, and 
although the grass is good for. cattle 
there are but few in the Falklands, 
Not enough wheat is raised to make a 
Maryland biscuit, and the only sign of 
agriculture is the little garden of cab- 
bages, potatoes and turnips which you 
see back of each of the houses of the 
shepherds on the moors, at the capital, 


Port Stanley, and at the other small 
settlements scattered here and there, 


and from three to eight feet tall. It 
is so hard that you cannot cut it with 
@ sharp knife. On hot days a pale 
yellow gum comes out on its surface 
and a rich aromatic odor fills the sur- 
rounding air. It is known here as 
the balsam bog. , 


A DREARY LAND. _ 

It is always cloudy in the Falk- 
lands. The air is moist and the aspect 
of nature is dreary in the extreme. 
Imagine a dull, leaden sky hanging 
low over reddish-brown moors, out-of 
which here and there jut the ragged 
teeth of white rock masses, and you 
have a general idea of the Falkland 
island landscapes. The islands are 
gently rolling, with here and there a 
ragged hill; the land is as black as 
your hat, full of peat, and here and 
there streaked with little streams.and 
spotted with treacherous - bogs, in 
which horses and men are sometimes 
lost. The ground is so soggy, in fact, 
that wagons cannot be used. There 
is not a four-wheeled vehicle in the 
whole country, Carts can be used

AMONG THE SHEPHERDS. 

It does not take many shepherds to 
care for these large flocks of sheep. 
The farms are divided up into fields 
of several thousand acres each and 
fenced with wire fences, so that all 
the shepherd has to do is to ride about 
among the sheep.

supplied with six horses. The shep- 
herd watches the flock, he takes the 
sheep out of the bogs when they fall

The sheep also 
fall into holes, of which there are 
many all over the islands. It is the 
shepherd’s busin get them out. 
They have to pped to keep vff 
the scab, and shearing time, which 
lasts for two yhonths, they are driven 
to the wool shed and shorn. They are 
not washed, as are our sheep, before 
shearing. ._The wool is carefully cut 
off, put into bales of 609 to 800 pounds, 
covered with bagging, hooped - with 
iron, and shipped thus to London for 
sale. Most of the sheep are of the 
cheviot and Australian breeds. They 
give heavy fleeces, the average being 
from eight to ten pounds, and run- 
ning from that up. to twenty-one 


- pounds, which was the actual weight 
Of a fleece cut off this season. 


& LONELY LIFE. 
This life of the shepherds must be 


a lonely one. They are, you know, all 


Scotchmen, who have been brought 
out here from Scotland for the pur- 


- pose. Most of them are married, and 


have large families. Their houses are 


_ scattered over the farms from fifteen 


to twenty miles apart. They are 


usually built near a little inlet, where 
_ the. company’s boat can bring ‘their 


supplies, and near a peat bed. The 
proprietor pays.each shepherd from 


. $25 to $35 a month and furnishes 
* his meat and fuel. 
’ ton, which he can take from the ficck, 


The meat is mut- 


and the fuel is péat, which he must 


‘ dig eut himself. ‘In addition to this 
he has a garden patch, with mut- 


ton and vegetables he does very well. 


_ His flour and other things he must 
- buy. His home is a little coéftage of 
_ two rooms and a leazi-to, roofed with 


corrugated iron, One room serves as 
a kitchen and living room.and in the 
other the family..sleeps: If there is 
an overfiow or a guest, the loft or 
attic is also used as a bedroom. The 
cooking is done in a curious, oven-like 
pot, which is shelved under a grate 
set in the stone wall of a chimney or 
fireplace. The fuel is peat and the 
het ashes fall down upon the pot and 
around it. The pot is tightly closed 
at the top, and ft serves for boiling, 
baking and. stewing. The shepherd 
has mutton for a steady diet. He has 
mutton chops for breakfast, roast 


- mutton for dinner, and a slice of cold 


mutton for supper or lunch. The 
shepherds seldem leave their farms 
and the women almost never. I 


~heard of one woman who has not been 
to town for eighteen years. Her last 


visit was when she came to Port 
Stanley to be married. Think of liv- 
ing away out on the .drearfest moor- 
‘land, under the dreariest sky, in a 
two-roomed cottage, with no neighbor 
within fifteen miles, and. of coming 
into town only.once in eighteen years. 
TRAVELING SCHOOLMASTERS. 
You would think children 
brought up urder such conditions 
would be wild and uneducated. They 


. are not. They are as intelligent and 


well-mannered children ‘as you would 
find in any country community. ‘They 
have a peculiar institution in the 
Falklands known as the traveling 
school-master. He is paid by the gov- 
ernment, receiving about $400 a year, 
to go from one shepherd ee ene 

€ 
time allotted to each family is a fort- 
night, and if three families can bring 
their children together they thus get 
six weeks of school. The schoolmas- 
ter lives two weeks with each family, 


and at the end of that time, having 


laid out a course’ of home study for 
the children, is sent on horseback by 
the shepherd to the next family, which 
may be living twenty miles away. in 
the course of time he gets back to his 
old pupils, examines them in what 
they have gone over with their par- 
ents and sisters, and then takes them 
as much further on the road to learn- 
ing as his two weeks’ stay will per- 
mit. The bishop and parson of Port 


- Stanley, who are also paid by the gov- 


ernment, make a tour of the island 
once or twice a year to examine the 
children of each-family, not only on 
their catechism, but on .their secular 
studies. During a recent tour of the 
island the Governor; Sir Grey- Wilson, 
He tells me he was 


shown by these little Scotch children 
away down here on the lonely moors 
of the Falklands. These children are, 
however, from the best stock of the 
Highlands of Scotland. Their ances- 
tors are among the thriftiest people of 
the world. Indeed, many of the shep- 
herds save money, and not a few have 
taken their savings to Patagonia and 
have there become. sheep farmers 
themselves. There is today not a beg- 
gar in the Falkland Islands. 

Still, the chances for the poor man 
here are not great. All of the good 
lands are now taken up, and nothing 
is for sale or rent. Many of the lands 
are held under twenty-one-year leases 
from the English government. The 
lands are leased in blocks of 6000 
acres at the rate of $100 a year. It 
will be years before such leases will 
run out, and the value of the land is 
now so well known that the renewal 
of the leases will be at such prices as 
to leave little profit to the outsider. 
There is a very limited labor market 
in the Falklands. Those who are em- 
ployed get good pay, but the coming 
in of a hundred new hands would 
necessarily result in the discharge of 
that many men who now have work. 
The shepherds themselves have large 
families, and some of their children 
will have to go elsewhere to find work. 


THE CAPITAL OF THE ,.FALK- 
LANDS. 
But let us take a look at Port Stan- 


the capital ofthese islands. It 


has only 700 citizens, including the 
Govertior and all his officials, but it 
has more thrift and business than 
many > towns of five times —its size. 
It is, perhaps, fhe richest capital of 


_the world for every one of its inhab- 


itants has all he can eat, and to spare. 
Port Stanley is situated on Stanley 
Harbor, just béyond Cape Pembroke, 
‘at the eastern end of East Falkland. 
Its: harbor is a safe land-locked bay, 
about a half a mile wide and five miles 
long, with an entrance so narrow that 


a large ship could hardly turn about 


in ite Upon the south side of the har- 
bor, running up a gently-sloping hill 
are a hundred or so neat one and two- 
story cottages. They are made of 
wood or stone with ridge roofs of cor- 
rugated iron. This is Port Stanley. 
As you idok at it from the steamer 
it makes you think of a German vil- 
lage, and as you cofmie, closer to it 
-you find that every little house has 
its front yard and garden, and that 
the front doors of even the poorest 
of the cottages have vestibules. This 
is to shield the visitors and the fam- 
ilies from the cold wind. In nearly 
every window you see potted plants 
and flowers. Such things will not 
krow out of doors, and I venture that 
there is not a town of its size in the 
world which has so many green houses 
and conservatories. . 

Beside each house is a pile of what 
looks like cubes of well-rotted man- 
ure. This is peat. Peat forms the 
fuel of the town, and it comes from 
the bog on the top of the hill, at the 
foot of which Port Stanley lies. Every 
ene here'can get his own fuel for the 
digging, and nearly every householder 
in Port Stanley goes to the moor and 
chops out his own peat blocks for tle 
“winter. 

Some of the houses are quite pre- 
tentious. The manager of the Falk- 
lands Company has a house contain- 
ing a dozen rooms, and the cottages 
of the Governor cover perhaps one- 
quarter of an acre of ground, all. of 
his rooms being on the ground floor. 
There are three churches, one of which 
is called the cathedral. This is pre- 


sided over by the bishop of the Falk- 


lands. Another church is Roman 
Catholic and a third is a Baptist. 
There are two hotels or public houses 
where you can get a bed or a drink. 
If you want the latter, you may have 
good Scotch whiskey for 6, cents a 
glass and Bass’s ale for 4 cents. There 
is a butcher shop which sells delicious 
mutton at 4 cents a pound and fairly 
good beef for 8 cents a pound, so you 
see the necessities of life are cheap. 
Port Stanley has. a_ postoffice at 
which the monthly newspaper mail 
averages five pounds per family. It 
has a postal savings bank in which 
the deposits now amount. to $180,000. 
There are only 2000 people in the 
Falklands and the depositors in the 
postal savings bank number 350. The 
town has a Governor appointed by the 
Queen of England, who gets a salary 
of $6000 a year. It has other officials 
whose salaries foot up $50,000 annually. 
It has an American consul, a Ken- 
tuckian named Miller, who seems to 
be hand and glove with the Gov- 
ernor, and who is trying hard to earn 
his salary on these far-away islands, 
where there are not half a dozen ves- 
sels in a century. The Consulate is 
a little cottage of three rooms and a 
lean-to such as could be built for $100 
in the United States. it is one of the 
most useless Consulates in our service, 
and there is no earthly reason for its 


existence, except to give some poli- 
tician a place. By the time this let- 
ter is published the present appointee 
will probably be back home, as an 
fowa man has been chosen to succeed 


him.

MAN, LIKE LOWER ORDERS, 

CHERISHES LIFE. 

The same love of life is given to 
man, and provision made for his self- 
preservation. He, in many respects the 
most helpless of all, is given power 
over all, until he has practically Ro 
foes to féar but those of his own race. 
/Here his self-love forms the tragedy 
of history, and various have been the 
devices of man to protect himself 
against his kind. Fearful of his neigh- 
bors, he has builded castles high up 
among the inaccessible rocks, or if on 
the open plain, he has surrounded them 
with moat and drawbridge. Fearfu) 
of his own strength, he has organized 
armies, built navies, multipHed and 
perfected implements-of destruction, 
until the race stands paralyzed at the 


POWER OF MIGHT THE TRAGED 
OF LIFE. 

In ruder ages it was the survival of 
the fittest, the strongest. But in those 
fierce times he who would save his 
life by force was, sure to lose it In the 
end, for he would in time encounter 
some power greater than himself be- 
fore which his strongest defenses must 
give way. 

This inexorable law of fate has been 
illustrated by the play of empdres upon 
the chess board of history. Thus Assyria 
once swayed a scepter of terror over 
the ancient world. Under the splendid 
triumphs of Shalmaneser and Sen- 
nacherib, Nineveh flourished as the 
capital of a mighty empire. But one 
day another pewer arose, young and 
fresh and strong, and in the conflict 
Assyria went down. Nineveh became a 
heap of ruins, and the name of Baby- 
lon took its place, eclipsed its glory 
and surpassed it in all the elements of 
strengtP. 


‘EMPIRE STILL SUPPLANTS EM- 


PIRE. 

Again was demonstrated the princi- 
ple that “‘whoscever will save his life 
shall lose it’’ fir out of the fragments 
of the old Assyrian monarchy like the 
gathering of a storm cloud grew the 
Medo-Persian empire. Gaining strength 
under Cyrus, it hurled itself against the 
beautiful city of the plains, and Baby- 
lon, with her splendid temples and fa- 
mous gardens, was laid low. Nor was 
the power of Persia toendure. Proph- 
ecy had foretold, fate had decreed, 
that he who by force would save his 
life should lose it. Suddenly from the 
bosom of Macedonia sprang a military 
giant, and before the ever-conquering 
standard of Alexander even Persia 
bowed in submission and surrendered 
her scepter of dominion. 

All this time, unnoticed on the banks 
of the Tibér, a city was growing in 
magnificence and power and one day 
the legions of Rome brought into sub- 
jection the last fragment of Alexan- 
der’s empire. But even Rome, with 
her imperial splendor, though a tower 
of strength, was no match for the 
hardy races of the north, and grad- 
ually sunk before the repeated blows 
of her barbarous invaders to rise no 
more. 


RESULTS OF OLD PRINCIPLE 
EVER THE SAME. 

Geology hints at two such periods of 
conquest before the dawn of history, 
the age of stone, when man, with the 
flinty rock of his weapon, drove out 
the weaker and unarmed, followed by 
the age of tron, when men had learned 
to extract metals. from the ore, and 
fashion them into crude swords and 
‘spears aS instruments of destruction.

Mr. considers Froebel’s 
methods the most effective yet adopted

System of pedagogy, but for the estab- 
lishment of character-building schools, 
which shall be appreciated as “the most 


important branches of government,” 


and shall be supported “as becoming 
the nurseries of good citizenship.” Stu-

THE FIFTH OF NOVEMBER. By 

Charles 8. Bentley and F. Kimball 

Scribner. (Chicago: Rend, McNally.] 

Charles 8. Bentley and F. Kim*®all 
Scribner have collaborated in writing 
a story of the gunpowder plot, the ro- 
mantic element of which is furnished by 
the beautiful daughter of Guy Fawkes, 
with whom Fawkes’s fellow-conspira- 
tor, Sir Thomas Winter, and Effingston, 
son of the Catholic Monteagie, are in 
love. The romance makes’ Elinor 
Fawkes the instrument of her father’s 
undoing by ther attempt to deter him 
at the last moment from the perpetra- 
tion of a deed, thought of which fills 
her with horror. oe 

In the dark cellar of the Parliament 
House, Fawkes, about to fire the deadly 
fuse, sees a figure which he fails to 
recognize, grapples with it, and inflicts 
the death wound upon his daughter, 
but not before she has had time to 
Stagger into the Parliament room, 
where she gives the warning. 

The story is told with good effect, 
while adhering in the main to histori- 
cal records in describing the plot and 
in presenting the characters of the 
Principals concerned in it. Elinor 
Fawkes is depicted as a woman of 
admirable strength and lovable person- 
ality, while her father is the cool and 
daring, yet probably conscientious plot- 
ter, whose aim is the uplifting of the 
Catholic cause and the punishment of a 
king whom loyal Catholics believed to 
be a traitor to them.

Literary Comment... 


The Lost Shelley. 
EARLY forty years ago Richard 
Garnett, then, as now, at the Brit- 
ish Museum, discovered, not a lost 

volume of Shelley, but the fact that 

such @ volume had been lost. Eight 
and thirtv years after that somebody 
brought the missing treasure to John 

Lane. It is now republished by him; 

almost in fac simile, under its first 

title, “Original Poetry by Victor and 

Cazire,” and under the editorshin of 

the discoverer of its loss. Victor was 

Shelley himself: Cazire ,was his sister 

Elizabeth, Their common inspiration 

was Harriet Grove, . 

The lion’s share of the composition 
falls to Shelly—only: five of the seven- 
teen pieces can be traced to his sis- 
ter’s pen. The manner of the discovery 
is most curious. Dr. Garnett, who has 
been reading. everything for more than 
forty years, one day glanced through a 
dead - and - gone periodical named 
“Stockdale’s Budget,” as it came by 
purchase into the museum. Stockdale, 
a rather loose fish, gave an account of 
his publication of the volume as a 
piece of personal gossip, and declared 
that owing to a plagarism on the part 
of the poet’s associate Shelley had or- 
dered all the copies to be destroyed. 
But one is known to have escaped the 
fury of his decree, and, as a lover of 
rare books, Dr. Garnett expresses the 
not altogether impious hope that there 
may never be another. 

The book is precious only as a curi- 
osity, and by nomeansasa poetie earnest 
of what was to come. Like other earlier 
productions of Shelley’s muse, it only 
shows how ill he could write when he 
gave his mind to it, or pérhaps, rather, 
when he did not give his mind to 
writing well. once he had: done 
this, however, as Dr, Garnett shows in 
his scholarly introduction, he went 
straight forward, and accumulated 
merit az a prodigious rate. All the 
pleces are of tiie fugitive order and 
some are absolutely trivial. There is 
no trace of the coming writer. .. . 
Yet it is of immense. interest as show- 
ing what high powers are sometimes 
implicit in the most mediocre perform- 
ance. The whole volume is a warning 
against rashness of critical judgment. 
Not a line here could have foretold’ 
future greatness to the most discern- 
ing eye. “Nay more, well nigh every 
line would have been held to foretell 
everlasting failure. In this respect the 
pookis the portraitof areigning beauty 
taken when she was'a very plain girl. 
By what magic of the maturing pro- 
cess the writer of these things could 
have passed in a few years to the 
splendors of the ““Bevolt of Islam,” and 
the “Prometheus,” “Queen is one 
of the-most striking of the mysteries 
of mind.—[{London News.

¥ EW YORK, Nov. 11.—The' pub- 
lishers seem to be in fine heart 
this fall notwithstanding the lot- 
tery same of them are anxiously 
awaiting the up-shot of in their high- 
priced war material. The fact is that 
‘American publishers have found open- 
ing out to them im recent years the 
greatest book market on earth. Until 
lately England has seemed to be the 
garden spot of the world for publishers; 
and fcr its size it certainly has been, 
and even still is; a most voracious con- 
sumer of reading matter. But, never- 
theless, the English publisher today ac- 
counts himself as having done very well 
when a book has sold about half the 
number of copies that an American 


| publisher expects a fairly good book to 


sell. With us the average sales of 
books that make the ordinarily ex- 
pected business réturn is from 2000 to 
3000 copies; in England a sale of from 
1009 to 2000 copies is accounted 

Men whe know the trade thoroughly in 
all its turns and -coquetries, tell me 
that of the books of Kipling, ! 
and Hope—all British authors and the 
most popular of their day—more are 
sold here than in England. And the 
“Trilby”. boom, as we all know, was 
strictly-an American beom; it remains 
something of a conundrum in England 
to this hour. 

Undoubtedly there is a class of books 
that do better in Englend than here— 
certain schetastic works, and the big 
“authoritative” biographies of rather 
ordinary dignitaries in church and 
state. But such books as these are, 
after all, so few that they signify noth- 
ing in a ‘consideration of the total 
sales, Moreover, it is not simply for 
the literature of entertainment that we 
offer the larger market; we can absorb 
grave and learned works with the best 
of them. The Encyclopedic Dictionary 
—originally an English book, but con- 
siderably made cover for the American 
-edition—sold here probably ten times as 
many copies as in England, Of the last 
edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica 
there had been sold in England, pre- 
vious to the issue of the recent cheap 
reprint, not to exceed 15,000 sets. In 
this country, of the authorized edition 
alone—sold at an average of $150 a set— 
not less than 75,000 sets were disposed 
of; and it is estimated that of author- 
ized and unauthorised editions together, 
not less than 400,000 sets were sold here, 
at an average price of $40 or $50 a set. 
And yet for three-quarters of a century 
the Encyclopedia Britannica has been 
as distinct a British institution as the 
Times newspaper or the House of Com- 
mons, 

In the proportion of sales to papula- 
tion, I suppose the English book mar- 
Ket still remains the greatest in the 
world; but it is the gross possibilities, 
the total consumption, that particularly. 
interests the individual publisher.

Is there any ‘sex principle” that in- 
clines women novelists to begin their 
literary careers in the department the 
farthest possible from that which we 
call “light.”

Any one of half a dozen New York 
publishers might at this moment have 
had on his list the just published novel, 
Bob, Son of Battle; and in it he would 
have had what I am sure will prove 
to be the most notable book by a new 
writer brought out since Mr. Barrie’s or 
Mr. Weyman’s first books. The manu- 
script—a rather favmidable pile, as the 
manuscript of a complete novel is 
bound to be—came over from England 
to a literary wi 
usly to offer it about. It 
bore the name Alfred OlHivant—a name 
no publisher or publisher’s reader had 
ever heard of, and which, under a 
trade instinct to impart to it some lit- 
erary familiarity, they - often called, 
and sometimes wrote, “Oliphant.” It 
cepened rather modestly—no maidens 
run off with, no scalps lifted,-no ships 
sunk, no powder houses exploded; and 
—well, natural caution prevailed. At 
last, however, a publisher was found

phant, and in spite of the fact that the 
manuscript came through an agent. 
Perhaps I should, in justice, explain 
that literary agents are not regarded

} One produces heroic honesty of charac- 

ter, aid in the other heroic guile. But 
controlling and guiding the dogs are 
twa as antagonistic and picturesque 
masters; and under the incidents sup- 
plied by the four the story becomes _ 
fairly romantic in the intensity and 
thrill of its action, although it still 
keeps all the convincingness and charm 
of perfect reality. 

I have tried to find out something 
about Mr. Oblivant, but thus far with- 
cut much success. Apparently he is as 
little known in England,, where he 
lives, as he is here. But they are pro- 
nouncing his first novel over there, as 
well as here, “a genuine addition to lit- 
erature’’—a book that “stands out con- 
spicuously from the cammon level.”

Walnut Separator, 


Ae ANAHEIM, J. B. Neff and 


George A. Hunter have been ex- 
rerimenting with machinery for 
the Lurpose of separating the empty 
walnuts from the full ones, and have 
succeeded in perfecting a separator 
that is said to work to the satisfac- 
of all who have examined it. The Ana- 
heim Gazette says: 7 
“When the walnuts began to be 
brought to the packing-house at the 
Southern Pacific depot, it was found 
that. a good many were either very 
light or entirely empty, and as it 
was thought to~be bad policy to at- 
tempt to sell anything but the -very 
best, these gentlemen began investiga- 
tions with the above success. The ma- 
chinery is now in place in the packing- 
house and turning out finely-selected 
walfiuts at the rate of two carloads 
“The machinery consists of a four- 
foot blast fan, twenty inches wide, 
which is propelled by a three-horse 
power gasoline engine. The fan is set 
to revolving very rapidly, and the nuts 
are precipitated into a trough leading 
down to the fan, whence the heavy nuts 
drop into the bin made to receive them, 
while the light nuts are blown into 
a receptacle arranged for them fur- 
ther on. 

“The nuts are first placed in the re- 
ceiving box, which stands some six 
feet high, at the side of the revolving 
fan, and when all is ready the aperture 
is opened, and a stream of nuts de- 
scends into the trough. The force of 
the wind is sufficient to blow the 
lightest nuts against the sides of the 
receptacle made for them, whence they, 
fall back into the waste box. The 
heavy nuts fall into their bin and are 
shoveled out, to be placed in trays for 
the sulphuring process. 

“Weights are taken of the nuts be- 
fore.and after the separating process, 
which geet the number of pounds 
of poor nuts in any one lot, 
“When the nuts are first received at 
the packing-house they are run 
through a grader, placed in itrayd, 
then separated, sulphured and taken 
through the usual process of the pack- 
ing-house. A force’of eight men is 
employed, and about ten carloads will 
be shipped out by the Deciduous Fruit 
Association of Anaheim, this being the 
first. season’s handling of walnuts. . 

“The nuts are placed in sacks and 
labeled Anaheim walnuts, and a car- 
load is shipped out from the sidetrack 
as soon as it is filled. The association 
is careful to separate the good nuts 
from the bad, and will place no nuts 
on the market unless they are abso- 
lutely first-class.” ~ 


San Diego Normal School, 


HIE new State Normal School at 
San Diego was opened on the first 
of this month in temporary quar- 
ters, under favorable auspices.- The 
San Diego Union of November 2 says:

Pasadena's Water Supply. 
-GORRESPONDENT of the Pasa- 
dena Star sends that paper some 
-™ encouraging statements in regard 
to Pasadena’s water supply. He says: 
“So much has been said lately about 
the meager water supply of Pasadena, 
that a few facts in regard to the mat- 
ter may be of interest to your readers. 
EF. H®t Ormstead, with William B. Clapp, 
our City Engineer, ha’s within the last 
month measured the water supply of 
the two companies furnishing water to 
Pasadena, and their figures verify those 

our engineer, T. -Allin.. 

“Their measurements show that the 
two companies are furnishing to the 
cities of Pasadena and South Pasadena 
310 miner’s inches of water at the time 
of year when water is at its lowest 
stage, being 15 miner’s inches below the 
average for the summer; 310 miner’s 
inches equal 372 cubic feet per minute, 
or 4,007,162 gallons per day. The two 
companies have together 2600 names of 
‘rate-payers’ on their books. Allowing 
four consumers for each name or rate- 
payer, we Jhave a total of 10,400 con- 
sumers. . Dividing 4,007,162 gallons by 
‘10, 400, PY ee number of consumers, we 
have gallons as the daily average 
‘amount of water used for each inhabi- 
tant, including water used for street 
sprinkling and sewer flushing. We have 
the reports of.water officials of thirty- 
six cities in the United States showing 
the daily per capita consumption of 
water in their cities. Some state they 
include water for street sprinkling, 
sewer flushing, etc., which is probably 
true of all. We find the daily average 
per capita consumption of-the thirty= 
six cities to be 82 1-12 gallons. The langest 
per capita consumers being Buffalo. 300 
gallons; Pittsburgh, 250 gallons; Port- 
land, Or., 165 gallons; Galesburg, II1., 
150 gallons; New Haven, 142 gallons; 
Philadelphia, 160 gallons;. Nashville, 125 
gations, and Jacksonville, Mia., 120 gal- 
lons.

_A Steam Plant ‘for San Bernardino. — 
AN BERNARDINO SUN_ says: 
‘The past season, with its lack 
of rain and the drying up of the 
creeks and rivers of California, has 
taucht one lesson, and that is that 
water power is a poor thing to de- 
pend upon for electricity or any other 
purpose, not even excepting irrigation, 
and that if a steady power is required 


that can be depended upon, there is 


nothing yet discovered that equals 
steam. ater power from the moun- 
tain streams, compared with steam 
power, is like going back to the stage 
coach and interior canal boats from 
the fast trains run by steam as a mo- 
tive power. 

“C. R. Lioyd of the San Bernardino 
Electric Company and the gas com- 
pany has discovered this fact the past 
season, and proposes to profit by his 
expensive experience. 
tions of water power for the produc- 
tion of electricity in this valley have 
failed to give the results expected, and 
he will now make a move that will 
remedy all the evils complained of in 
‘the lack of electricity. 

“His present visit here is to arrange 
for putting in a large steam plant that 
will not only run the whole present 
electric and gas plant, but will be suf- 
ficient for greater works, provided 
there is not a drop of water used for 
that purpose. He will use the water 
while it runs for a portion of the 
power, but when it fails to furnish suf- 
ficient power the steam will be ready 
at a moment’s notice to fill its place 
and keep the current up to the high- 
est point necessary for all demands.”’ 

“This steam plant will be in place 
within .the next sixty days and the 
heavy demands for electricity will be 
fully met. The fuel used will be from 
the California oil fields, which he fig- 
ures can be laid down here for fuel at 
a price that will make its use almost if 
not quite as cheap as water power. 
Then with the better service offered 
there will be sufficiently greater de- 
mand for electricity to relegate water 
power to the past ages and depend 
upon the more modern way by steam, 


“This will also make possible — 


very probable:‘the plan for 
railway as proposed by Mr. 
which had to be laid on the shelf on 
account of the-lack of electricity, for 
it would never do to depend upon wa- 
ter power for such a purpose, but 
with steam the electric road will in 
the near future be a glorious reality. 
This will connect San Bernardino and 
the springs with Highland, Redlands 
and Colton, and in time with Rialto 
and Riverside. This will follow the in- 
troduction of steam as a motive power 
to generate electricity. 
' “Mr, Lloyd is in partnership with Mr. 
Drexel at Sacramento, where they fur- 
nish 4000-horse power of electricity, for 
lighting and car purposes. the 
past summer the American River, from

| Santa Ana Street Sprinkling, 


ANTA ANA is sprinkling fifty- 
, wSthree miles of street and roads. 
The Santa Ana Standard says: 

“The city owns five complete sprink- 
ling outfits, including teams, and does 
the work itself. It also owns the fine 
system of waterworks which supplies 
ample water from artesian wells for 
sprinkling and all domestic uses of the 
city. If water were purchased for the 
former alone at the usual rates ob- 
taining in other places it would cost 
the city about $25 a day, as not less 
than 130,000 gallons are used. Individ- 
ual consumers are charged about $1 
a month for domestic water, includ- 
ing lawn sprinkling up to fifty-foot 
frontage. These are familiar facts to 
our people, but they speak volumes te 
non-resident readers and newcomers,”

If beets are grown 
on an extensive scale it would require 
cheap labor to make the industry 
profitable. It is estimated that three 
persons are needed to cultivate five 
acres from January to October. Should 
the industry be undertaken here on a 
large scale it has been suggested that 
the floating element that comes here 
every year during the grape-picking 
season might remain and work at beet 
raising after the grape-picking season 
is over. The sugar trust always has 
available a body of laborers to send to 
wg Piggy 4 in case of scarcity of men.
